INTERNATIONAL MACHINERY FOR DEALING WITH LOS ISSUES EXTENDING 
BEYOND PROPOSED LIMITS OF NATIONAL JURISDICTION.) PREAMBLE NOTES 
AFRICA SHOULD HARMONIZE POSITION TO " INFLUENCE AND BENEFIT FROM" 
SANTIAGO CONFERENCE. ON LIMITS OF TERRITORIAL SEA. NY GROUP 
FAILED TO REACH CONSENSUS. GROUP SUPPORTED CONCEPT OF EXCLUSIVE
